THE  DA  Y  OF  THE  KITE 

American  holidays  and  public  festivals  tend  to  be  ov- 
erly organized.  The  Santa  Barbara  DA  Y  OF  THE  KITE 
was  a  happy  exception.  Foxy-looking  chicks  in  mini- 
skirts, saris  and  whatever  sat  on  the  grass ;  golden-haired 
youths  took  off  their  shirts; children  ran  across  the  green 
polo  field  flying  kites.  There  were  bat  kites,  centipede 
kites,  butterfly  kites,  fantastic  kites. ..some  made  by 
children,  some  by  senior  citizens,  most  by  students  from 
UCSB,  SDCC,  LACC,  UCLA  and  every  college,  univer- 
sity or  high  school  from  San  Francisco  to  San  Diego. 
There  were  even  inflatables  large  enough  to  drive  a  VW 
into.  There  was  food, drink,  a  clown,  a  half-dozen  booths 
open  selling  everything  from  exotic  plants  to  kite  string. 
This  great  day  was  arranged  by  the  Art  Affiliates  of  UC- 
SB. 

Judges  awarded  prizes  for  the  smallest  kite  (a  3-inch 
tall  box-kite,  green  and  yellow),  the  most  beautiful  kite, 
the  most  out-ofsight  kite  (which,  incidentally,  never 
came  back),  and  dozens  of  other  categories.  The  music 
was  good  and  a  rather  wonderful  song  was  composed 
for  the  event,  "Day  of  the  Kite  1969".

Towers  Art  Center.  Guillermo  is  thirteen  years  old,  lives  in 
Compton  and  is  in  the  8th  grade  at  Our  Lady  of  Victory  school. 
His  mother  says  he  reads  a  lot,  likes  to  dance  and  sing,  plays 
basketball  and  football,  and  has  been  drawing  since  he  was  five. 
He  attended  the  Saturday  Junior  class  at  Chouinard  for  three 
years  until  it  was  discontinued  and  for  the  last  six  months  has 
been  participating  in  workshops  at  for  Towers  Art  Center.  In 
February  the  IMAACP  presented  him  with  an  outstanding  achieve- 
ment award  for  art  in  honor  of  Negro  History  Week.  The 
Portrait  Head  was  Guillermo's  first  lino-cut  done  at  the  Center. 
He  conceived,  drew,  cut  and  printed  the  block  in  about  two 
hours.     He  is  a  talented,  sensitive  young  man. 


The  Watts  Towers  Art  Center  provides  experience  and  in- 
struction in  many  varied  media  free  to  young  people  in  the 
neighborhood.  The  Center  is  supported  by  contributions  to 
the  Committee  for  Simon  Rodia's  Towers,  a  non-profit  cultural 
and  educational  organization,  originally  formed  to  save  the 
Towers  from  destruction  by  the  city.  A  staff  of  partially  paid 
artists  and  volunteers  work  with  all  age  groups  in  an  old  con- 
verted bungalow  near  the  Towers.  The  "One  Square  Inch" 
fund-raising  campaign  (detailed  in  the  KPFK  Folio  last  spring) 
has  finally  brought  in  enough  contributions  so  that  construction 
on  a  new  building  will  begin  soon -a  building  that  will  have  space 
and  facilities  to  really  fulfill  the  needs  of  Guillermo  Anderson 
and  all  the  many  unknown  others  like  him  in  the  surrounding 
area.
